After defining the best educated

ary," together with name and ad- 
,ress of sender, as sealed parcels not 
30 labeled or indorsed in printing are 
subject to postage at the letter rate. 


Limit of weight and size.—Parcels 


may not exceed 48 inches in length 
and girth combined nor weigh more 
than 70 pounds if for delivery within 
the first, second or third zone, or 50 
pounds in any other zone. 


Permissible Additions 


Permissible additions and inclo- 


sures.—Parcels may be marked "Do 
not open until Christmas," this being 
permitted in order to encourage early 
mailing.

cels for mailing.
